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DETAILED ACTION

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, applicant submits that claims 21 - 29 are generic 
However, it appears that not all of these claims are generic, e.g., Figure 5 does not show 
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all the limitations of claim 21 such as: 

"... the transmitting-end optical transmission device comprising: 
encoding means, having n outputs, . . . (n-k) error correction bits for said k data and 
adding (n-k) error correction bits to said k data. ..." (emphasis added). Similarly, there 
may be other claims which are not generic to all the figures. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is 
allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied 
by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected 
species.
